Moscow, Peking play waiting game with Ford

W/\SHINGTON - The rclalloiis itclwocn the 
United Stales and Imth the Soviet Union and 
China have changed In subtle ways since 
President Ford moved Into tho While ilou.«, 

Washington's policy toward the lu-o major 
Communist states rumutns the same, but 
Moscow and Peking arc Itcing cautious alioul 
Ford, who Is a new figure on Ihc worid itauc. and 
Ihcy arc wonderinfl whal he's like, bow lah|t he 
will lasl. and u-ho will succeed him. 

All thfl dintomatic courtesies ««re extended lo 
S??r?i2r5' 1'. S'^<e KIssKiKcr In his latest mission 
to Moscow, tiul pn)gress toward the control of 
nuclear arms was sliBht at Iwst. and for ol)Vious 
reasons. 

Any really serious agreenicals In end, the 
nuclear arms race could not Iwglnlolw effective 
for two or three years, and would limit Ihc 
freedom of action of Ihe major nuclear powvrs 
thcronner, Init «'ho would lie prcaklent of Ihc 
United States In Ihrcc years?- Ford, whom Ihe 
Soviets don'l know, or ina,vl>c even "Scoop" 
Jackson, the Democratic .Scnnlor (rum 
Wnshlngton. who is regarded in Moscow Mith 
almost as much suspicion as Moo Tsc-Tung and 
ChouBn-UI. 

So there Is a pause now In the talks among Ihc 
rcprescnlallves or Ihc big cantbwntal and 
nuclear nallons. Nolx>dy knows what is going tn 
happen aflur Ford in Washington or aller the 
leaders In Peking. Thc>- are all willing lo 
meet iHil not to lock Ihemsclves into long-range 
policies furs fuliire iHilMidy can foresee. ■ 

There is another change In Ihe propapmda itf 
Ixjth Moscow and Peking .receiiily. Hoth have 
twcn dramatizing the proiiicms ol inllaliiin in 
Europe, tho United Stales, and Japan; the crises 
Df colonialism In Portugal, (he Iransllinn from 
fascism to nmnarchy in Spain. 

Both have also iK-en supporting the Arali oil 
states against Ihc industridl capitalist stales, 
and seeing in the "energy crisis" a new 
economic opportunity lo weaken the free world. ' 
and a new strategic oppnrtunlly to Mnckade 
Furope. .lapan. and even the IFniledSlolFsat the 
sources of their nil and imliL-itriai power in Ihe 
middle B.1SI. 

Hrczhncv. \iy all repnris, was Itxigh on 
Kissinger in Mosaiw. He was iStler iilwirt 
Jackson's insistence on Ihe emigration of ca.tmo 



Jctt-8 u year (nun Ihe Soviet Union to Israel, ond 
OBtonlahcd' that Jackson would lie allowed to 
define.

Ford, out campQlRnlnK for ncpublicans In the

Uic 
Russians and Ihc Chinese, thinks he Is not only 
wasting his time but ralsinR doubts alMul his 
Judgment. 

In Ihc next Iwo or Ihrec years, the leadership 
of Ihc United Stales. China and probably Ihc 
Soviet Union, ts going lo pass from Ihe old 
generation to the new. In Ihc United Stales. 11 
may pass from Ford to Rockefeller, lo Jackson, 
or even lo a third-party coRscn.'fllivc coallllon ol 
nandWaliocc, In China, i( may even pnss 



tram the ontl-Sovlel leadership of Mao Tsc-Tung 
and Chou En*Uit lo a new mllKaiy Junta that will 
revive the Soviet-Chinese COmmunlsl alliance 
against Ihe West. 
Nobody knows. socvcry)x>d>' Is wolling. 
There Is no political, cconlmlc. or flnanciaj 
slabiilly in the worid today. The central political 
figures ore Insecure In Washington, Peking. 
Moscow. Tokyo. London, and most of Iho other 
major capitals. So evcryiiody is walling. 
Everybody Is talking but not deddlng. Tho 
Hussions ond the Chinese, just as much ns the 
Americans, the Europeans, the Japanese, the 
Indians and the underdeveloped nations are 
struggling with their Immediate problems. 

In lact, the political trend now is toward 
division and confrontation. The Communists arc 
seeking economic disarray of Ihc capitalist 
world as confirmation of their Marxist 
prophecies. The Jncksons and ricnK^"^ 
America arc swinging Amcrlear) politics 



toward nationalism and antl-communlsm. and 
the Russians and Chinese arc watching oil ihis 
with their usual skepticism, 

The result is that no hig deals alx)Ut disar- 
mament or anything else arc likely to tw mode in 
the next few years with cither the Russians or 
the Chinese or even the Europeans. They know 
that American po^i'cr in Ihc uvrld Is probably 
decisive, iMth economlcaliy and militarily, but 
tlu^ don'l know how Ford is golnn lo use that 
powcrorwholseotngtoEuccccdhim. 

So tho Russians have liccn polite with 
Kissinger In Moscow, and the Indians will 
probably do the same In the next few days and so 
will the Chinese when he goes to Peking later on. 
But nobody Is tn a mood now to make any long- 
range commilmcnts, 

We arc now In a holding-operation for the next 
few years, walling to find out who is going to 
come after [he (emporory leaders who now 
preside over the major copUals of the world.

Don't let the term "Ixine 
separation" lead you lo IkIIcvc 
that . a .bone has fractured, 
ftother, It Is an Injury In the 
Joint, and a shoulderjolnl, once 
Ihlurcd, becomes unstable. 
'That's another way of saying 
that one (or more) of the Ixincs 
that meet at the Joint has hcon 
forced out of position, and Ihc 
tendons and other tissues that 
hold it ' in position have 
weakened, and repealed slips 
out of position arc likely to 
continue. 

' Pain is likely to keep 
recurring as the Joint is used or 
moved. 

This type of troulilo. you've 
doubtless read, Is common 
among football players 'and 
they go Into tlw hospital wllh a 
"shoulder separation."- 
(rcquently missing the rest of 
the season. Dul they don't try 
to struggle' along without 
getting 11 repaired. 

For such trouble, surgery to 
repair the Joint ' capsule or 
tendons is usually necessary, 
else the trouble continues and 



gels worse. Meantime keep, 
that shoulder Joint at rest as 
much as you can. . 

Dear Dr. Thoslcson: What Is 
the effect of estrogen on male 
breasts? A doctor gave me 
large doses for ainut six 
months because of an Inflamed 
prostate and now I have nn 
enlarged and sore left breast. 

In the opinion of my family 
doctor Ibis Is a hcsult of llie.se 
estrogen Injeellons but II ha.s 
Iwcn four months since the last 
injection, and the tnulilc still 
hasn't gone away.

. Your family doctor. Is right. 
Estrogen can cause 
enlargement and soreness. The 
effect wilt disappear in lime 
after the estrogen Is stopped, 
but the time necessary Is 
varloble. I don't knou' any way 
to hasten It. 

Dear Or, Thostcson; My son 
Is 15 and his eyelids keep 
crusting up even after he 
washes them in the morning. 
Later on In class thc>' cake up 
again. I know it has nothing to 
do with his vision as he hod his 
eyes checked. Could you say 
what Is causing this and what 
he could do, as he is self- 
conscious? — Mrs. A. D. . 

Of course I can't say what is 
Sousing IL but only what might 
be doing It. First possibility Is o 
chronic ' Infection Ihot needs 
medication. Second Is 
irritation from some sort of 
allergy. 

First step u-ould iw to have 
your doctor see If it appears lo 
be Infection and treat it. Or, if 



Iherc are signs that II Is on 
allergy, consult an allergist. 

Dear Dr. Thostcson: When I 
eat foods with sugar, it makes 
my feet hurt, bum and ache.

WASHINGTON - A brood 
. revision of United States 
agricultural policy. Including 
provisions for government- 
controlled stockpiles of key 
foodstuffs. was proposed 
Monday by a national 
organization of high-level 
business ' and univenity 
executives. 

Warning that demand for 
food "may flucluatc over a 
much wider range than it has 
In the past" and thus may 
cause increasing instability of 
supplies and prices, a GO- 
mcmbcr research sub- 
committee of the Commlllcc 
for Economic Development 
advised that "policies should 
be adjusted to Inkc these new 
risks Into account." 

As Its primary proposal, the 
group recommended that the 
federal government: 

—Assume the principal 
rcsponstbillly for establishing 
stockpiles of key foodstuffs 
large enough to ensure relative 
stability of food prices; 

Encourage ond take ad- 
vantage ot commercial trade 
opportunities; 

—Assume a fair shore of the 
responsibility for meeting the 
cmcre,cncy food needs ot poor 
notions. ' 

The CCD. Is a privnte, 
nonpivfit and nonpartisan 
research and' . policy 
organlialion Of 2OT trustees, 
principally corporate chair- 
men and presidents and 
university executives, whose 
studies are usually given 
serious altenllon by policy 
miptisrs. 

The report on the 
agricultural study was 
prepared by o farm-policy 
subcommittee hcodcd by John 
J. Daniels, chairman of In- 
dependent Bancorporalion of 
Minneapolis. Staff work was 
directed by John A. Schnittker. 
former under secretary of 
agrlcuiturc, who now heads 
Schnittker Associates, o 
consulting firm. 

Besides the grain-reserve 
proposal, the group offered the 
following major recom- 
mendations: 

— The United States should 
try to win international 
cooperation on grain reserves, 
with -exporting and. Importing 
countries conUlbutlng "In 
proportion lo their needs ond 
their financial means." 

—This Country should use Its 
productivity and technologicol. 
resources In a cooperative 
worldwide effort lo end hunger 
and malnutrition ond promote 
economic progress of 
developing nations. 



—The present system of 
target prices and price-support , 
loans stwuld be revised. Price- 
support loans, which farmers 
can get from the government 
Instead of selling ttieir crops, 
should be set at a level that will 
"neither encourage unwanted 
surpluses nor permit losses." 
'Such' loans should supplant the 
target ■. prices — direct 
payments available in limes of 
depressed morkets — hut 
standby authority for such 
payments should be retained. 

—A commission should i>e 
formed to review the govern- 
ment's agricultural research 
program. 

Secretary of Agricuitute 
Earl L. Butz, In public 
statements, has consistently 
opposed government-held 
grain reserves. 

It was disclosed last week 
that the United States had 
sounded out other nations on an 
International reserve system 
with a goal of 30 to GO million 
tons of grain, with the costs of 
supplies and storage to be 
based on each nation's 
variability of production and 
ability to pay. 

But It was not dear how the 
United States proposed lo 
manage Its own stocks, Some 
officials Indicated govemmcnl 
control of those stocks could be 
retained through the price- 
support system. Thus the grain 
could bo Icdt In private hands, 
but release of stocks In lime of 
need might be effected thirough 
the government's calling of the 
price-support loans. 

^uch a system would not 
conflict with the secretary's 
position and might also con- 
form ■ with the objectives 
proposed by the Committee for 
Economic Development.

Once this happens, says former Sen.- Len-B~Jorda"n,_we _ 
have lost control of this water forever.

BALD SPOT BEHIND THE EAR 

By Mary Sue Miller 



A young Lovely writes: For the first time since I was 
a little girl, I hod my hair cut short. It's very close to 
my head in the back and tapered on the nape. It is so 
easy to care for, I like 
it. But there's a prob- 
lem I had not noticed 
before. The space be- 
tween my cars and 
hairline is so wide that 
it looks bold. What's to 
do? 

The Answer: Wide 
open spaces behind the 
ears are not rare, so it 
behooves a lovely to 
look before she loops 
into a revealing "do." 
For those who fail and 
rue the day, there arc. 
two good bits of cam- 
oufloge. 
The first is powder 
base. Simply smooth it on the open areas, using the 
residue on the hands after filming the face. For neat 
blending, start your strokes high on the jawbone. Also 
whisk a little base on the back of the ear itself. 

Then with the aid of a rear-vieu' mirror and a fresh 
eyebrow Inrush, remove any I'oae that may have slipped ' 
into the'hairlinc. The ruse renders the problem less 
noticeable when the face ond the spaces have the same 
skin tone and finish. 

If the hnir at the temples is os much as two inches 
long, the second trick is brushing it back to cover the 
top of the ears and to blend with the upper section of 
the cropped areas. At least half the trouble is concealed 
that way. 

For a permanent solution, let the bock fringes grow 
about an inch. You can then give them a neckline 
permanent and brush the curls to fill in the bare spots. 
This will save your basic style. No change necessary!
